The  Maternity  and  Child 
AVelfare,  Healtli  Visiting  and  Inimunisation  arrangements 
carry  on  under  the  C'ounty  Council.  The  Hospitals  are  now 
governed  by  the  Mancliester  Regional  Hospital  tloard. 
Changes  have  been  considered  necessary.  I liojie  that,  in  time, 
you  will  see  that  Glossop  and  District  lias  benefited  by  the 
alterations. 

Tlie  health  of  the  liorough  has  been  very  satisfactory  and 
the  statistical  records  show  figures  very  favourable  with  the 
rest  of  the  country. 

I sliouhl  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  my  (.'hairmen  and 
i\[embers  of  their  (Vminiittees  for  their  understanding  and  help 
since  my  appointment. 

Finallv,  mv  thanks  are  due  to  the  Staff  of  the  Health 
Department  for  their  (Mmscientious  work  and  to  Mr.  ffunsmore, 
the  Sanitary  Insiiector,  for  his  Report  and  great  devotion  to 
duty  during  the  year.

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


The  Annual  Heports  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
Sanitary  Inspector  have  this  year  been  conipiled  as  a combined 
He])0]‘t.  This  has  been  done  to  avoid  duplication  of  subject 
matter  and  to  improve  the  general  setting  out.  An  index  has 
also  been  provided. 

During  the  year  Mrs.  Marsland,  Clerk  in  the  Health 
Department,  left  the  service  of  the  Corporation  and  the  Pupil 
Assistant  was  in  training  in  H.M.  Forces.  For  a period  of 
over  five  montlis  I was  without  assistance  until  Mr.  B.  Gorman 
was  transferred  from  the  Town  Clerk’s  Department  for  clerical 
duties.  From  xlugust,  1948,  until  January,  1949,  there  was 
no  i\Iedical  Officer  of  Health  following  Dr.  Gilloran’s  transfer 
to  tile  i)()st  of  Deputy  County  Medical  Officer  for  Dorset  and 
Dr.  F.  Cockcroft  commencing  duties  in  January,  1949. 

xVs  will  he  observed  from  the  Deport  attention  was  directed 
to  factories,  workshops  and  food  premises.  There  was  an 
increased  quantity  of  food  to  be  condemned. 

The  interviewing  of  applicants  for  homes  and  classification 
under  a ])oints  scheme  continued  to  be  carried  out  in  the  Healtli 
Department.  Xt  the  end  of  1948  the  total  number  of  live 
ajiplications  for  houses  remaining  on  the  register  after  a careful 
check  was  418.  Of  this  number  144  applicants  were  witliout 
separate  homes. 

Increased  attention  was  paid  to  smoke  emission  from  factory 
chimnevs  witli  everv  assistance  and  co-oi)eration  from  works 
engineers  and  hoiler-firemen  with  consequent  marked  improve- 
ment. 


Iinduded  in  the  Deport  will  he  found  references  to  the 
vSh()])s  x\cts,  the  Fx])losive  xV(*ls,  and  tlie  Diseases  of  Animals 
x\cts,  wliicli  have  not  ap])eared  ])reviously  or  only  with  referem-e 
to  certain  sections  regarding  tlie  Shops  xV(ds.  'This  is  due  to 
my  appointment  under  the  various  xVcts  in  1947. 


My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the 
various  Committees,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  all  other 
Officials  for  their  continued  help  and  guidance  during  the  year.

PREMATURE  CHILDREN. 

During  ilie  period  1st  January  to  5th  July,  1948,  6 notifi- 
cations were  received  of  children  weighing  54  lbs.  or  under. 

During  the  same  ])eriod  prematurity  was  given  as  the  cause 
of  death  of  two  out  of  four  childi'en  who  died  under  one  year. 

Two  s])ecial  cots  for  ])remature  l)a])ies  have  l)een  presented 
l)y  the  (jlosso])  and  District  Ladies  Committee  to  help  in  the 
])revention  of  illness  or  deatli  to  these  babies.  These  cots  are 
completely  fitted  out  with  bedding,  hot  water  bottles,  special 
feeders  and  thermometers.  They  are  intended  for  use  under 
the  control  of  the  county  midwife  so  tliat  ])remature  babies, 
nursed  at  home,  will  liave  a greatly  improved  chance  of 
survival.

WATER. 

The  6,100  dwelling-lioTises  are  supplied  with  water  as 
follows : — 

(a)  Direct  to  houses  from  mains  6070 

(b)  By  means  of  stand-pipes  — 

(c)  By  means  of  private  supply,  wells,  &c.  ...  30 

The  Swineshaw  Supply  requires  only  the  addition  of  lime 
to  counteract  acidity,  but  the  Hadfield  Water  is  treated  with 
alumino  ferric,  lime  and  dial  It  and  is  subjected  to  rapid  sand 
filtration  and  chlorination. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Borougdi  Water  Supplj^  is  obtained  from  two  sources, 
viz.,  Swineshaw  Beservoir  and  Hadfield  Beservoirs. 

Of  the  five  samples  taken  from  the  Swineshaw  Su])ply  one 
was  found  to  contain  fiecal  organisms.  Tiiis  unsatisfactory 
sample  was  taken  from  a house-tap  on  a newly-erected  estate. 
A subsequent  sample  taken  from  the  same  address  ])rove(l 
satisfactory. 

It  will  be  noticed  from  the  detailed  report  of  Bacteriological 
Examination  of  Water  set  out  below  tliat  a number  of  samples 
taken  from  Whitfield  Wells  were  polluted.  Consequently,  the 
supply  from  Whitfield  Wells  for  domestic  pur])oses  was  dis- 
continued and  tlie  property  previously  served  thereby  was 
connected  direct  to  the  town’s  main. 

With  re  gard  to  the  brick  tank  at  Simmondley,  whicli 
provides  a reserve  supply  for  Simmondley  Village  fed  by  the 
Hadfield  AVater  main,  it  was  found  that  pollution  Avas  caused 
by  an  obstruction  in  a pipe,  thus  alloAving  spring  Avater  to  find 
its  Avay  into  the  tank.  'This  Avas  remedied  and  further  samples 
proved  to  be  satisfactory.

The  reason  for  some  samples  of  treated  water  taken  at  the 
Filter  House,  Hadfield,  proving  unsatisfactory,  may  perhaps 
be  due  to  the  close  proximity  of  the  connection  of  the  service 
l)ipe  to  the  point  of  dosage  with  chlorine  which  takes  place 
after  all  other  treatments  have  been  completed,  with  the  result 
that  adequate  distribution  of  the  chlorine  has  not  been  achieved 
at  the  point  of  sampling.  It  has  since  been  found  that  samples 
of  tap  water  taken  from  the  nearest  dwelling  to  the  Filter  House 
liave  ])roved  satisfactory  Avliich  seems  to  support  the  above- 
mentioned  contention. 

Samples  of  water  from  the  Hadfield  supply  taken  prior  to 
treatment,  continue  to  show  fcecal  pollution  and  it  is  recom- 
mended that  steps  be  taken  to  eliminate  all  possible  sources 
of  contamination  along  the  course  of  supply  to  the  reservoirs 
where  a certain  amount  of  road  drainage  enters  the  open  goyt.

DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Disease  Cases. 

Under  this  heading*  the  Department  disinfected  a total 
of  132  rooms  in  30  dwelling-houses,  chiefly  by  formaldehyde  gas 
or  spray. 

In  necessitous  cases  disinfectant  and  carbolic  soap  are 
supplied  free  for  current  and  terminal  disinfection. 

Persons  nursing  patients  are  supplied  with  instruction 
leaflets  and  advice  is  given  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  There 
is  no  steam  disinfector  or  refuse  destructor  in  the  Borough. 
Where  steam  disinfection  of  bedding*  was  necessary  it  was 
carried  out  by  arrangement  with  Hyde  Municipal  Borough. 

Non- Notifiable  Diseases. 

Several  ]"ooms  and  wards  at  hospitals  w*ere  disinfected 
likewise. 

Destruction  of  Bedding,  etc. 

The  Corporation  has  collected  and  destroyed  bedding  from 
16  premises  on  the  request  of  the  responsible  persons.

FOOD  STANDARDS  AND  LABELLING. 

Xo  irregularities  were  discovered  during'  1948. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938  (SECTION  14) 
Registration  of  Food  Premises. 

Xiiie  applications  for  registration  under  the  Act  were 
received.  Seven  were  registered.  In  the  case  of  the  two  not 
granted,  the  premises  were  not  of  the  retpiired  standard. 

The  total  number  of  Certificates  of  llegistration  granted  is 
now  85,  ))ut  not  all  these  premises  are  in  use.  The  registration 
is  in  connection  with  ])remises  used  for  the  sale  and  maniifacUire 
of  ice-cream  or  the  preparation  or  manufacture  of  preserved 
food  intended  tor  sale. 


MERCHANDISE  MARKS  ACT,  1926. 

In  seven  instances  shop  keepers  were  requested  to  label 
foreign  imports  in  accordance  with  Orders  made  under  the  Act. 

CATERING  LICENCES. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Food  Executive  Ofhcer  all 
premises  for  which  Catering  Licences  are  sought  are  first 
inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Licences  are  not 
granted  where  there  is  an  adverse  report  from  the  Health 
Hepartment.  This  is  a very  useful  and  helpful  arrangement. 

Thirty-four  premises  for  which  Catering  Licences  were 
sought  were  inspected  during  the  course  of  the  year. 
Alterations  and  improvements  were  demanded  at  fifteen  of  these 
and  works  were  completed  at  nine  of  them  by  the  end  of  the 
year. 
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MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

The  meat  allocation  ior  tins  Borough  continues  to  be  made 
from  the  Grovernment  Abattoirs  at  Manchester  in  the  North- 
West  Region. 

A liigh  quality  of  home-killed  meat  lias  been  well 
maintained.  No  diseased  meat  was  discovered  in  the  shops, 
and  only  a verj^  small  quantity  of  tainted  meat  had  to  be  dealt 
with  during  the  hot  weatlier. 

The  method  of  transport  in  open  sided  vehicles  with 
tarpaulin  covers  leaves  much  to  be  desired.
